DICTATORIAL CONTROL 


The “Aceurate News and Information Bill" 
passed at the recent session of the Alberta Leg- 
lalatura contains a provision to prevent the pub¬ 
lication of news unpalatable to the Oovemment 
of that Province by compelling publishers, on an 
order from the chairman of a Social Credit 
Board, to give Information on “every source from 
which any Information emanated as to any 
statement contained In any Issue published with¬ 
in sixty daya, and the names, addresses, end 
occupations of aU persona by whom such Infor¬ 
mation was furnished, and tha name and address 
of the writer of any editorial, article, or news 
Item contained In such Issue.” 

"This Inquisitorial provision,” aaya The London 
Times, “was clearly framed In complete Ignor¬ 
ance of Journalistic pracUca, which Inevitably 
places the responsibility for every article upon 
tha editor on whose Instructions It Is written and 
by whom, or for whom, It la revised and passed 
^for publication, aometlmes In a form which the 
original draftsman would hardly fecognlxe. It 
would often be quite Impoaalble to distinguish 
between the varldua opinions and sourcei of In- 
formatldn which go to compose the collective 
verdict of a newspaper. The purpose, however, 
la quite plain—to discourage through fear of 
possible eonaequencea anyona from giving any 
Information or expressing any views which might 
be distasteful to the chairman of the Social 
Cradlt Board. The contravention of any order 
may reault in a limited or Indefinite auapenalon 
of publication, the prohibition of publication of 
anything written by any person specified and of 
any Information emanating from any source 
speelfled. While thus empowered to muszle criti¬ 
cism snd to prevent the dissemination of Incon¬ 
venient newa, the chairman la to be placed above 
tha law tn regard to tha propaganda atatementa 
which ha can compel the newspapers to publish. 
The Bill declares that every Oovemment atate- 
mMt la to be privileged tor all purposes of tha 
Uwl and Blanker Act, and that no action shall 
be maintainable by any person In respect of any¬ 
thing contained tn It.”

CAUSES OF TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS 


In an effort to determine the causes of and 
the factors contrlbutlnf to traffic accidents In 
Quebec, departmental ofllclali have been con- 
ductlnt a close examination Into every mishap 
reaultinf la personal Injuries and dama«e to 
propertjr. In tha fliat alx months of thla year 
they aaaembled and clasalflad data on a total of 
3,238 acetdanta. pne of their conclualona was 
that careleasneaa among drivers was the direct 
cause of the appalling death rate on Quebec 
highwaya Many accidents attributed to excea- 
alve spMdlng, they found, were not due to that 
came at all. but could be*^aced to reckless 
driving, a type of motoring which la not restrict¬ 
ed aa It should be. 

Of the 3.238 accldenta. eareleasneat was blamed 
for 2,778, divided aa follows: 1F<5 due to care- 
leaanesa on the part of drivers, eight to carelesa- 
neae on tha part of paaaengeta HI to careleaaneea 
of pedestrians and 184 to careleasneaa of driven 
of vehicles other than motor vehicles. Juat over 
10 per cent of the accidents were caueed by 
excessive speeding, the number being 238. 
Drunken driven figured In 44 accidents, and four 
more were blamed on drunkenness and excessive 
ipieiling combined. The surprlilngly small total 
of nine mishaps raaultcd from tnefllclency on 
the part of the operator. 

In determining where and how the accldenta 
happened. It wae found that 1,143. or more than 
one In three, occurred when vehlclee were over¬ 
taking or paaelng one another. Another 3SS 
mIMiaps befell motorlati when motor cars were 
turning. Driving on tha wrong aide of the road 
vrM the cause of 70 fmaghet. and akidding re.- 
sulted In Ml accidents. More than one-third of 
the accidents, a total of 1.330, occurred at Intar- 
•eetiona, another 138 on curvee In roads and 88 
on hills. Defective brakec were given aa tha 
CUM OtdM Bl*apa, while. In spite ef t he Mne 
number et daaoUng headUghU an the highways, 
petty 08 a ae ida wt i ewf a ttrl b at ed te that canaa.

He began his talk by tracing the 
history of the Fsr Bast for the past 
twenty-five yean and the effort of 
Btateamep to outlaw war by the es¬ 
tablishment of the League of Na- 
is and the Nine-Powers Pact. 
Referring to Japan's seisure of Man¬ 
churia In litl. her eettlng aside of 
treattea, and other acU of aggres¬ 
sion. Mr. Hope supported his Inter- 
pretatloo of Japan's temper by read¬ 
ing exetrpu from a letter written 
by a friend in China who Is an Army 
medical surgeon. 

JAPAN'S BISB

and showed how the had risen to be 
world power—adopted Western 
methods of business, and developed 
great Industry. But Japan had no 
inclal or Industrial basts to wage 
a long war in China. 

He deeerlbed the horrible methods 
of warfare being waged—told how 
the Japanese had deliberately 
bombed eleven universities, two hos¬ 
pitals, and M7 undefendad dues. 
And M.000 dvUlans had bten killed. 
Such acts should not be condoned, 
be declared.

Bums, port manager for the Na¬ 
tional Harbor Board, reported today 
the total volume of Imports Into 
Vancouver for the first nine months 
of this year was 3410443 tons and 
the volume of exports was 3.03$.0l5 
tons. 

Comparad with the same period 
last year, there were Increases In 
the export of box Bh(»ka. canned 
fish and milk, mine concentrates, 
fish meal. oil. frosen and cured fish, 
spelter, logs, scrap metal, paper 
pulp and craft paper, he said. 

There were decreasca. however. In 
the export of doors, flour, gram, 
lumber, poles, shingles, fertiliser and 
newsprint, be added. 

Bums said the reason fer the 
decreases were a number of varied 
factors such as tnereases te price, 
the Stno-Japanese War, high world 
freight rates for shipping space and 
crop shortages on the Pralrtea.

The Importance of a highway to 
connect the Peace River country 
with the Coast was emphasised by 
Glen Braden. M.P P.-elect for Peace 
River. In an addrem to Ward One 
Liberal Association last night 
Mr. Braden said the blggeet need 
of the district was not so much a 
railroad as a highway, and the 
Oovemment scheme of assistance 
for mining roads had given the set¬ 
tlers great hope. Alberta, afraid of 
losing trada to British Columbia, 
was advocating a highway through 
Munkmann Pass, but the speaker 
declared that such a route would be 
of use only to tourists. 

What the settlers desired was a 
road through Peace Pass, Mr. Braden 
explained. The highway was al¬ 
ready completed to Hudson Hope, 
and what was wanted was s link 
with Mstsrni Creek Road, which was 
completed to within slxty-flv* miles 
of Finlay Forks. If this were done, 
it would bring great benefit to Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, he declared. 

PEACE ElVER DISTRICT 
Mr. Braden gave an Informatit’e 
addreee on the Peece River district 
which, he said, was growing as fast 
as any in the province, the popula¬ 
tion having increased by 3400 dur¬ 
ing the past year. TTie constituency 
I a little over twice the slse of 
Vancouver Island. Agriculture i 
the chief Industry of the Peace 
River Block, an area eighty miles 
square, but the district alio had big 
mineral rceouroet. Including 600.- 
000.000 toiW of good anthracite ooal, 
which It was hoped to be eUe to 
operate soon, when road access was 
ptovlded. 

At Charlie Lake the district bad 
one of the flnast water air basas 
te Wtolem Canada, and It appeared 
prcriMble that tt would be on the 
United Statee airline to Alaska, he 
stated. 

Joshua Smith, president of the 
ward asaoelatloa. contended that 
while there were so many unem¬ 
ployed young men. the Government 
would to well advised to construct 
the road suggested by Mr. Bradeq.
